3. Claims 21 , 23, 25-35, 37-43, 45 and 47 are allowed. 

4. Claims 21, 23, 25-35, 37-43, 45 and 47 are renumbered. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 21 is allowed because the closest prior art, Marinelli (U.S. Patent Number. 
6,148,271), Heitzman et al. (U.S. Patent Number 4,716,458) and Pejas et al. ((U.S. 
Patent Number 5,696,481), either singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render 
obvious an event system comprising at least one camera attached to the mobile 
participant for capturing at least one image, of at least one of the mobile participant and 
the at least one performance metric and transmitting data representing the at least one 
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image to the base station to correlate with the wireless data representing the at least 
one performance metric; a vehicle that is attached to at least one leg or foot of the 
mobile participant, wherein the mobile camera is attached to the vehicle, wherein the 
vehicle is an article of footwear, in combination with the rest of the claim limitations as 
claimed and defined by the Applicant. 

Claim 35 is allowed because the closest prior art, Marinelli (U.S. Patent Number. 
6,148,271), Heitzman et al. (U.S. Patent Number 4,716,458) and Pejas et al. ((U.S. 
Patent Number 5,696,481), either singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render 
obvious a system comprising one or more mobile cameras attached to the mobile 
participant to capture at least one image of at least one of the mobile participant and the 
at least one performance metric and to transmit data representing the at least one 
image ; a vehicle that is attached to at least one leg or foot of the mobile participant, 
wherein the one or more cameras is attached to the vehicle, wherein the vehicle is an 
article of footwear, in combination with the rest of the claim limitations as claimed and 
defined by the Applicant. 

Claim 39 is allowed because the closest prior art, Marinelli (U.S. Patent Number. 
6,148,271), Heitzman et al. (U.S. Patent Number 4,716,458) and Pejas et al. ((U.S. 
Patent Number 5,696,481), either singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render 
obvious a method including the step of capturing, by a mobile camera attached to the 
mobile participant, an image of at least one of the mobile participant and the at least 
one performance metric; a vehicle that is attached to at least one leg or foot of the 
mobile participant, wherein the mobile camera is attached to the vehicle, wherein the 
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vehicle is an article of footwear, in combination with the rest of the claim limitations as 
claimed and defined by the Applicant.
